Nursing : 

The  Cottage  Hospital  and  the  Nursing  Association  used  to  be  run 
together.  Now  the  Hospital  is  very  much  on  its  own  and  vastly  superior 
to  the  old  building  in  the  High  Street.  A lot  of  money  has  been  spent  on 
the  making  of  rather  a gem  of  a Hospital  with  its  own  Nurses  Home. 

The  life tr on.  Miss  Fletcher,  has  another  trained  Nurse  and  three 
Probationers  on  her  staff.  During  1945,  with  fifteen  beds,  they  dealt 
with  28  Surgical  cases,  90  Medical  and  4 Accidents.  Bcdswtwfcj  oocupied  for 
2194  days. 

E ighty~e i ght  cases  were  treated  as  Out’Patients  with  517  attendances. 

Maternity  cases  arc  not  admitted.  Perhaps  in  the  future  the  Government 
may  make  some  other  arrangements  in  our  district  for  Maternity  accommoda- 
tion. At  present  Mothers  who  prefer  Hospital  have  to  go  to  Ipswich  or  Eye. 

The  District  Nurse  is  supplied  and  paid  for  by  the  County  Association. 
Nurse  Grant  is  a fully  trained  Nurse  as  well  as  a Midwife,  and  she  has  a 
Car  and  lives  at  the  Nurses  Home  opposite  the  Hospital. 


Her  area  extends  to  Friston,  but  her  work  thsrre  is  not  included 
in  the  following  figures

Water: 

Two  samples  were  taken  in  February  and  November  for  examination, 
with  the  usual  good  reports.  Whilst  the  quality  of  our  water  is  so 
good,  the  quantity  is  giving  us  some  concern,  and  Messrs.  J.D.  and 
D.M.  Watson  Were  consulted.  You  arc  still  considering  one  or  two 
Scheme  s . 

Rainfall : 

A study  of  the  Rainfall  on  the  last  page  of  my  Report  show's  that  the 
total  for  the  year  of  30.62  inches  is  the  highest  for  the  last  eight 
years  and  is  nearly  eight  inches  fsmi  than  tho  average  for  those  years. 

Hous ing : 

Eight  new  dwellings  were  added  to  the  Rate  Book,  throe  of  them  Were 
additions  to  old  buildings,  five  wore  new  buildings,  one  of  them  had 
been  demolished. 

Ten  of  the  houses  of  our  building  programme  arc  half  built  and  plans 
for  twelve  more  have  been  approved.
